There will be a rattling of bills 
in wallets that will be too big and 
a rustling in till drawers that were 
made for the old money that will 
soon be gone forever. 

The abruptness of the change 
will add to the strangeness of 
using the new money. This plan 
of introducing the new currency in. 
one day can only operate perfectly 
in theory, for old bills will be 
discovered and turned in for 50 
years, just as the Civil War notes 
are still coming to light. But on 
that day only new bills will be 
paid out by the banks all over the 
United States. 

The attempt to make as much 
of the replacement as possible on 
one day is planned to shorten the 
period of transition, when the use 
of bills of two sizes will inconveni- 
ence the banks.

OUR TOWN SHIFTS 
MAILING SCHEDULE 



Change Effective Next Week 
Will Aid Week-End Shop- 
pers and Advertisers. 

OUT FRIDAY MORNING 



During the coming week "Slow" 
signs will be placed at several 
street intersections throughout the 
borough. This action was decided 
upon by the borough authorities 
after extensive study and observa- 
tion of methods of regulating traf- 
fic in suburban communities, espe- 
cially with reference to such ob- 
structions as hedges and high banks 
on lawns. 

The intersections which will be 
so marked are: Narberth and 
Chestnut, Narberth and Woodside, 
Narberth and Haverford, Narberth 
and Windsor, Narberth and Price, 
Windsor and Essex, Sabine and 
Essex, Sabine and Dudley. 

To cut down the trees, banks and 
hedges would spoil the attractive- 
ness of our suburban surroundings, 
and the installation of traffic lights 
would not help. It was found 
furthermore that the cost of such 
lights is practically prohibitive, the 
installation cost being $600 each 
and $12 per month operation costs. 

In commenting on the situation 
Burgess Henry A. Frye said, 
"There has been a growing and 
justified recognition of the increas- 
ing hazard of our local traffic. The 
plan we have adopted has worked 
elsewhere, and if our local residents 
and storekeepers will but drive 
with a reasonable amount of cau- 
tion everything will be all right."

Word was received from Assis- 
tant Postmaster J. Wallace Good- 
win this week that the airmail rate 
is now five cents an ounce, a reduc- 
tion of 400 per cent., the old rate 
being 10 cents a half ounce. Thus 
for three cents more than ordinary 
mail, letters (and an ounce covers 
all ordinary weight missives) can 
be sent to the coast in 36 hours.

Instead of the usual Friday 
printing schedule with delivery at 
Davis' and the post office Friday 
night, whereby mail subscribers got 
their copies Saturday morning, the 
whole program will be moved 
ahead one day.

The most startling thing about 
the new currency will be the 
change in size. It will be the first 
change in size in 66 years. The 
present bills are 7 7-16 by 3 9-64 
inches, and the new ones will be 
6 5-16 by 2 11-16. Thus the new 
bills will be practically an inch 
smaller in both length and breadth 

An inch may not seem a large 
difference, but when it is consider- 
ed that there are 865,000,000 
pieces of paper currency in circu- 
lation the effect of the change in 
size can be estimated. Not only 
will the necessary amount of vault 
space for storage be apprecibly 
lessened but less ink and paper 
will be required to make the bills. 
On a year's output of currency 440 
more tons of paper are used for 
the present bills than will be need- 
ed for the new ones. Of the ink 
paste that is used, instead of the 
liquid that is commonly known, 
45.') more tons are used now than 
will be used for the new money. 
Twelve bills will be made on the 
same sized plate that is now used 
for eight. 

The smallness of the new bills 
may result in the elimination of 
the present method of folding bills 
lengthwise. This lengthwise fold- 
ing makes a lateral crease that 
falls across the center of the por- 
trait. As the portrait is the most 
important factor in identifying a 
counterfeit, Secret Service men 
engaged in taking notes out of 
circulation that fall below the 
standard of fitness send back th§ 
bills that are creased across the 
center so badly that the portrait is 
defaced. If the new bills are not 
folded across the middle, they will 
remain in circulation longer, and 
also there will be less clanger of 
counterfeiting. 

Another feature of the new cur- 
rency, the standardization of por- 
traits, will aid greatly in decreas- 
ing counterfeiting. The paper 
money now in circulation lacks 
uniformity of portraits. The new 
bills will have a definite portrait 
for each denomination. These can 
be easily memorized, and it will 
be far more difficult for note rais- 
ing to be done. If a counterfeiter 
raises the value of a note, the 
wrong combination of numeral 
and portrait will be quickly 
noticed. 

The decided changes in size and 
design of the currency have been 
considered by the Treasury De- 
partment and the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing for 20 vears. 
On September 10, 1910, a state- 
ment was issued of a contemplat- 
ed change in size to measurements 
that were the same as those of the 
Philippine currency. On February 
26, 1913, the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing was instructed to 
proceed with the engraving of dies 
and preparing of plates for the 
new designs. But the World War 
started a year later, and the de- 
mands made upon the bureau for 
paper currency and bonds render- 
ed a reduction of the size of the 
currency impossible at the time. 

In 1925 the Treasury Department 
appointed a committee on currency de- 
sign, size and other related matters. 

This committee decided on the size 
of the new currency, and suggested a 
list of portraits which was entirely 
confined to well known men. After 
some revision, the final list was decid- 
ed upon. 

The persons honored and the de- 
nominations arc: $1, Washington; $2, 
Jefferson; $5, Lincoln; $10, Hamilton; 
$20, Jackson; $50, Grant; $100, Frank- 
lin; $500, McKinley; $1000, Cleveland; 
$5000, Madison, and $10000 Chase. 

The designs for the new currency 
have been decided by the committee, 
and by Claire Aubrey Huston, the de- 
signer of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. All of the designs have been 
completed and approved. The dies 
have been completed for the 1, 5 and 
10 dollar bills, and practically com- 
pleted for the 2, 20 and 50 dollar bills. 
Engraving on the remaining dies is 
under way. 

The new designs of the bills will 
tend to suppress the differences that 
are now so great between the five 
types of paper currency. The five 
types of each denomination above $2 
will be practically identical. Twotypes 
of $2 bills will be issued. There are 
no longer several types of the $1 bill; 
there is only the silver certificate. In 
a few years the obsolete varieties will 
be comparatively rare, and therefore 
valuable. 

There are other changes that are 
being worked out by the Treasury 
Department besides the smaller size 
and the new designs and the standard- 
ization of portraits, some of which 
may be introduced when the new 
currency is issued. One improvement 
that will be made will be in the fold- 
ing strength of the paper. A bill now 
has a folding strength of 1800 folds; 
the new bills will have a folding 
strength of approximately 3500 folds. 

Experiments will also be made to 
see if a high folding strength corre- 
lates with a high standard of life of 
the bill. At present it. seems that 3500 
folds to a bill is the highest number 
that correlates with the successful 
printing of the bill. An additional 
factor is that it is more difficult to 
print paper of every high folding 



strength. 

Possible improvements in the sizing 
solution have been tested. The sizing 
solution is a coating that is placed on 
the bill to make it more durable. At 
present glue is used. 

The serial number of. a bill. the 

lettering at the side in blue ink,' is put 
on after the glue bath. It is the last 
thing that is done to the bill, because 
one machine^ cuts the bills from the 
sheet and prints the serial numbers at 
the same time. Any sizing solution 
that is yet to be discovered must be 
one that does not interfere with print- 
ing. The life of a bill will be greatly 
increased if something can be dis- 
covered that will make it more flexible. 
The small red and blue markings on 
either side of the portrait, that look 
like pen tracings, are worked into the 
fiber of the paper in finer silk fibers 
and the whole called "distinctive 
paper." This distinctive paper will 
not be used for the new currency. It 
is believed to be more of an aid than a 
hindrance to counterfeiting, because 
the ordinary person looks at the local- 
ized fibers for a guarantee of genuin- 
eness and neglects to inspect the body 
of the bill. 

There will be no definite guarantee 
of accuracy on the new paper, such as 
the fibers now used or the watermarks 
on French notes. But the paper will 
have an unnoticeable silk fiber that 
will be present for the benefit of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
This slightly distinctive paper has been 
adopted for accountability purposes. 
The new currency was expected to 
be in circulation by this time. In fact 
Secretary Dewey planned to have it 
issued by last December ,and make a 
Christmas gift of it to the people of 
the Nation. But the work of design- 
ing and the preparation for changes 
in the machinery have gone more 
slowly than was expected. 

The day of the new money will 
probably be in the middle of next year. 
And in preparation for it shopping will 
be signalized by the purchase of mil- 
lions of smaller billfolds and purses 
and glorified by a last flourished 
spending of the old "blanket" bills.

Verily the way of the pedestrian is 
hard. If it is not the automobile that 
causes the pedestrian's nerves to be- 
come frazzled, there are objects to fall 
on him, yawning holes awaiting to 
•engulf him, sharp particles on which 
he must step, and numerous other pit- 
falls he must pass successfully before 
he can claim his life as his own. 

"Strange as it may seem to agile- 
footed pedestrians of the twentieth 
•century, the menace of the automobile 
is not his most frequent threat, it is 
•disclosed by the personal accident 
statistics, which have just reached our 
•office from one of the companies we 
represent," said J. Baird Caldwell, of 
the real estate and insurance firm of 
John Caldwell, in Narberth. "The 
person accustomed to threading his 
way in and out of present-day traffic 
has grown to be something of an ex- 
pert in his hop, skip and jump among 
automobiles, street cars, and human 
beings, all intent on getting somewhere 
in particular. 

"But while he has mastered in some 
respects the problem of avoiding in- 
jury by an automobile, the pedestrian 
is finding the complexity of self-loco- 
motion increasingly difficult. By neces- 
sity he has become quick of limb, but 
in acquiring nimbleness, he has lost 
some of his stability of perambula- 
tion. . 

"In 1927 the statistics show that 3268 
pedestrians returned to their homes 
sadder and wiser as a result of their 
experience on the broad highways and 
streets. Only 443 of this number were 
victims of the automobile. More than 
2000 either fell over things, into traps, 
off platforms or over objects, and of 
this number 1324 tumbled on the pave- 
ment and uneven ground. In meeting 
their injuries by falls, 005 slipped on 
ice, seven stepped into ditches and 
trenches, 52 fell on steps and 57 over 
■objects in their paths. 

"The automobile was not the only 
•object in motion that caused the down- 
fall of some pedestrians, because the 
records reveal that (il were bitten by 
animals, four by insects, and that eight 
were hit by bicycles, while in 27 in- 
stances persons could not get out of 
each other's way in time to avoid an 
injurious collision."

Mr. Shand has one son, Alexan- 
der C. Shand, Jr., who was mar- 
iried recently and now lives in 
Germantown. 

j Mr. Shand's entire career has 
■beeen devoted to the engineering 
I profession, as applied to railroad 
development and operation. He 
began work with the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad in 1879 at Connells- 
vills, Pa., where extensive loca- 
tion and construction enterprises 
were being inaugurated. Follow- 
ing this initial experience, he was 
rapidly promoted in the service, 
enjoying unusually wide and va- 
ried contacts with many phases of 
railroad work. 

In August, 1884, Mr. Shand was 
appointed Supervisor of Altoona 
yard, and five years later was 
made Assistant Engineer of Main- 
tenance of Way at Altoona.
